Chicago, Nov. 14.—The proposed refer- 
endum jo increase school taxes is doomed 
to defect. More money for schools is 
‘desperately needed to provide play- 
grounds, more buildings and smaller 
classes for téachers. The general belief 
prevails that the additional funds are to 
be used mainly for salary increases of 
teachers. These teachers work with 
pupils twenty-five or thirty hours per 
week. There are eight to ten holidays 
per school year imposed by law. Seven 
or eight thousand teachers are in organi- 
zations demanding councils in school 
time, which necéssitates dismissal of 
pupils eight times a year. It does not 
appear that these teachers are interested 
in the welfare of the schools and tax- 
payers are bound to act accordingly, 
even those who are membefs of the Fed- 
eration of Labor.

The permanent government officials 
are carrying on until it is possible to 
arrange a coalition commanding a ma- 
jority in parliament. The parties, 
however, strongly oppose such a solu- 
tion on the ground that it would 
merely postpone the crisis without 
bringing a remedy to Poland’s difi- 
cult parliamentary situation.

Committee Ready to Act. 
A committee of five bankers and five 
farmers was appointed to act with the 
treasurer of the association in han- 
dling the money paid in by the farm- 
ers. The committee has been given 
authority to work in coéperation. with 
the officials of the Milk Producers’ as- 
sociation to take whatever steps are 
“‘ necessary to protect the dairy indus- 
try.” 

This joint body is also to investi- 
gate the feasibility of running a pub- 
licity campaign for the pu of 
placing the facts. about the milk sit- 
uation before the public.
